sonage'—and nothing in comparison with his im- 
portance alter he has become a member elect.— 
By general accord, constituents nnd non-consti- 
tuents, male and female—he is looked upon as 
the congecreted exponent of all that is wise— 
and past finding out. Even in his own ebtima- 
tion—he is a great man—considerably larger 
than he was before election. 
The annunciation 


ol the fact in "town niL-et'n" that he » "chosen 
epresentative"tor the town of Limkamdoddie, 
at once imparts to his character a consequence, 
that ten lives of a Metlmsalah spent in deeds of 
clianty and benevolence, justice and perfect hon- 
esty, would tail to gain tor him! As the paper 
and wax which "qualifies" so many justices of 
the Peace throughout our countiy, and imbues 
them with special original powers and deep pene- 
tration in the law, so an election to the General 
Court makes giants out of pigmy limber and as- 
tounds the natives with the maivellous and un- 
expected metempsichosis.

people"and the executive power ot making great 
things out of smalt is the airacradabra-lh* veri- 
table philosopher's stone which can transmute 
the baser metals of humanity into "gold seven 
times punned!"

—what clear perception of all the important 
principles & bearings embraced in that Constitu- 
tion,illutninate his already effulgent dark lantern 
of intellect! What an immensity of conscien- 
tious responsibility rushes upon his divinely • 
afflated selfsufficiency. All eattbly destiny—nay 
the well being of the 
Universe hangs upon 


his volition. 
All existences both great and 


small are concentred in his guardianship, and 
must survive, continue ot peribh under the om- 
nipotftvcy of h\sf.at\ 


If so great efficiency holds empire in one, how 


irresistable the power—the consequence of the 
congregated wisdom of a state—all and each pos- 
sessing the same ovei whelming incubus of effi- 
ciency for the good ot the "people!" This con- 
gregated wisdom of flesh and blood and bone is 
the lawgirmg machine to the people—and the 
people—the "dear people" with all due submis- 
sion and hnmihty roll up their eyes with becom- 
ing resignation and obedience and dumbfounded 
ecstasy, to the mystical power that holds them 
speechless under a legal trance. The absurdity 
ot a law is the conservative principle which, 
makes it go smoothly down to its resting place— 
the intellectual stomach of the people,there to be
